Hon. Frank M. Fixlev, Editor A rqonaut—Dear 
Sir : I desire to thank you for your open letter of 
the 14th inst ; and I embrace the opportunity which 
an answer will affogl to correct certain erroneous 
impressions concerning railroad m atters in this 
State which exict in the minds of many people, and 
also by a brief statem ent of fact to remove possible 
prejudice. 
The spirit of candid inquiry which your 
U tter evinces leads me to hope th at my res^ n se 
will m eet with candid, fair and just consideration. 
The first allegation ; 
Ih a t the tiar.frp'rtation facilities of the State cf 
California constitute an oppressive mono oly, 
Has no foundation iu fact. 
It so happens that the 
principal volume of the railroad business of Cali­ 
fornia is subject to competition by water transporta­ 
tion, wLicb a glance a t the map will show to be true. 
Further.tbe only real monopoly th at the railroads can 
have is to the extent th at they are ab’e to do busi­ 
ness cheaper and better for their patrons than cau 
otherwise be done, and to th at txfcunt the monopoly, 
if monopoly it is, is beneficent in character. Iu this 
connection I desire to state that, aside from our 
patent and tariff laws, the only monopolies possible 
in the United States are to th e extent th at they are 
beneficent. 
Before the formation of our geueral 
corporation laws, the only corporations possible 
were those created by special Act, and they were 
frcm th at fact necessarily monopolies, enjoying 
privileges which ethers could not porsess. 
B ut our 
corporation laws are antagonistic to 6uch privileges» 
and provide for the protection of every character of 
legitimate business, through the principle of co­ 
operation of capital and numbers. 
Under th e s» 
laws no enterprise, however great, hut can flad the 
requisite numbers auil the requisite capital to be as­ 
sociated in its prosecution, if it offers sufficient in­ 
ducem ent and reward, and this insures all needful 
regulative competition. 
Excessive profit arising 
upon any enterprise is the strongest attractive force 
to capital to engage iu competitive undertakings. 
Ti»e aggregate capital of the many is thus made to 
balance the advantages of large ai cumulations in 
the hands of the few. 
C ur corporation laws offer no 
special privileges, the State grants nothing through 
them , and acts only for the purpose of aiding the 
natural right of association. 
It is upon this natural 
right of association that society itself is organized, 
and the legal association of capital aud numbers is 
only the exercise of the same natural right that a 
man has to call In his neighbor to asd-t him in 
rolling a log or raising his barn. 
It is the founda­ 
tion and security of our republican institutions, for 
so long as the people can associate themselves to ­ 
gether with * he ri. h t to express their ideas, and or- 
g»ui2e to give them force, it c -.nnot be otherwise 
than th at the m ajority must rule. 
The assumption, 
therefore, that large corporations may be danger­ 
ous, is to assume th at the people aro incapable of 
self government, and th at the m ajority will make 
laws to oppress themselves for the benefit of a m i­ 
nority. The establishment of a government f mnded 
in the doctrine th at the rights to life and liberty, 
the pursuit of happiness, and the acquisition and en­ 
joym ent of property are inalienable, is the gmode*» 
achievement of modem civilization. The great un­ 
derlying principle of our Government is the protec­ 
tion of the rights of each individual; and in securing 
the rights of the iudividuil the rights of the many 
cauncthe otherwise than secured. 
The second allegation: 
That the rat**» of transportation charged by the 
railroajsof California are exorbitant and excessive 
to such a degree as to arrest the grow th of the com­ 
monwealth, and to discourage and st fie prouuction. 
And the thi;d : 
That the principle of regulating freight tiriffa 
upon the basis of what the article transported will 
bear rather than by the standard of the cost to the 
earii-ro f the service rendered, by means of freight 
J isHibCUio ■* is erroaeoU3, unjustifiable, aud dis­ 
criminating, 
Will be considered together. 
In auswer to the fi^ t, I m ight content myself by 


which will find its ou let at the Gulf ports will be 
supplem ented by &u im port commerce, and this 
m ust neces arilv, by the same law of competition, 
be carried to Sau Francisco at as low rates as will 
be charged for like carriage to Los Angeles. 
Now, 
the railroad practically has but little voice in the 
m atter, outside of those considerations which fix 
the price th at it shall receive. 
And here let me sav 
that whenever the railroad accepts less than the 
maximum allowed by law it is because of considera­ 
tions or circumstances th at it canrot control, but 
which iu themselves fix the price which b tc ernes an 
established rate. 
This fact should receive due con­ 
sideration. 
Now, it will be seen th at, controlled by 
these circumstances, an « qual mileage theory would

letter are the main tbiugs th at an attem pt Is made 
to regulate. 
And to take away from these th eir 
value is to confiscate the labor of individuals ; to 
confiscate p ro p erty ; 
to blot out individual rights 
and the great associate principle upon which rests 
uur political, social aud business prosperity and se­ 
curity. 
Rut I am sorry to say th at the supposition 
that our net profits arc nine million dollars per an­ 
num is a great mistake. A more careful scrutiny 
of cur annual reports would reveal the facts. From 
the apparent net earcings there needs to be de­ 
ducted the various am ounts set afcide for sinking 
fuud mxier tne law, legal expenses, taxes, interest, 
etc., in order to obtain the actuil net available for 
(Jr'P'ld nd», so thxt, in fact, since the com; letion pj 
j^-ie road we have been able to pay 


m utes and prices. An atlem pt to regulate the ca 
rier without regulating the shipper will always be a 
failure; and again I may say th at the only regula 
tion possible is such as business principles or the 
laws of buaiuess perm it. 
When the railroad accept» 
less for the longer than for the shorter distance, it 
is because circumstances compel it, and not from 
choice. 
Railroads are no more desirous of working 
for nothing than other enterprises or interests, and 
it would be as reasonable to suppose th at they 
would voluntarily carry for the longer distance at 
the same or less rate than for the shorter, when 
they could obtain more, as tu suppusc th at the la­ 
borer would work a day and a half for the same price 
that he would for one day. The people are not 
charged more for the shorter distance, but the rail­ 
roads are compelled to take less for the longer dis­ 
tance, for certain causes over which they have no 
control, viz. competition, or the relative values of 
the commodities moved. 
F ifth—That m erchants and m anufacturers are, by 
force of existing conditions, coerced to enter into 
contracts to ship all goods im ported by them by 
rail, to their disadvantage, and to serious loss aud 
injury to their business 
This allegation would seem to be suggested by in 
dividual» who fail to have an advantage over their 
neighbors, which perhaps they think themselves 
jm tly entitled to. There is an open or general 
tariff rate which all shippers may avail them? el ves 
of, without any discrimination. 
All may also avail 
themselves of the contract rato, the smallest as well 
as the largest shipper. 
W hether th- v euter iuto 
thi3 contract or not, is a m atter of individual in­ 
terest and opinion entirely, and, therefore, is not 
properly a m atter of public concern. 
The shipper 
avails himself of the open or contract rate as to him 
9eems be»t, and this contract system is available to 
the smallest as well as the largest shipper. No one 
enters into this contract unless he deems it to hi» 
iudividuil advantage as agaiust the general tariff 
rates 
In answer to the sixth allegation: 
That the coercion allegod to be practiced by the 
railroads, as set forth in the above count, prevent» 
competition by the ocean, raises the aggregate co»t 
of transportation, entails additional cost upon all 
articles im|>orted, and forces entire reliance upon 
overland railroad lines, to the injury of the com­ 
merce o! this State, 
I ca i only say th at before the construction cf the 
overland railroads the lowest freight by the Isth­ 
mus was about one hundred dol ars per to n ; now it i 
is about twenty dollars. 
During the past year 
freights on wheat by C«pe Horn ruled a little over 
seventeen dollars per ton. 
The opening of the 
Southern Pacific brought th at price down imme­ 
diately to about ton dollars, and had th at rate pre­ 
vailed during the past year alone, it would have 
saved to the farm ers of this State about seven mil- 
lios dollars on the cost of tr&uspiirting th at singie 
article, and I predict here th at the former rate» 
around Cape Horn will never be restored. 
And 
this because the railroad has come in as a compet­ 
itor for the business. Thus it appears ?he allegation 
th it the contract freight system, as practiced by 
the railroads, prevents competition by the ocean, or 
raises the aggregate cast of transportation, or en­ 
tails addi ional cost to the consumer on articles im­ 
ported, or forces sole reliance upon overland rail­ 
road line*, has no foundation in fact. 
Allegation seven has already been answered. 
Eighth—The hos’ility to the railroad as a basis for 
political action is justified by reason of the facts, 
to w it: That the cjustrueiiou of the railroad sys­ 
tem of the State was encouraged and aided by county, 
State and aati.mal sub/ddies and th at in the process 
of their construction tb s right of tm iuent domain 
was t xsfui-ed in the condemnation of the right of 
way aiic other im portant m atters 
That a!! these 
coucesilons and privileges placed you aud your asso­ 
ciates ic the attitude oi trustees lor the public, and 
th at it i i unreasonable an J unconscionable that you 
should lie able to earn i ruht» ^m *untmg, by your 
own e g ibits, to something like *1),000,000 a year, 
and which are necessarily nrawu frum the industries 
and cutm erce of thi3 State.

and all l: is out in money is only the difference be­ 
tween th e interest paid on these bonds and the 
v a lu e d the services rendered b> the railroad com­ 
pany. 
'rhe Government gave, also, some of its 
laud, of little value at the tim e, and, 1 am sorry to 
say, of m uch Ies9 value now than Í9 generally sup­ 
posed. 
By this the Government secured the con- 
structitii of the road, and it has never been disap­ 
pointed in a single expectation connected with it. 
As a p p k in by & report of a United States Senate 
committee, taking the average expenses west of the 
Missouri river from 1840 up to the completion of the 
roads, as against what has been paid since for better 
service, the Government has saved over $3,000,000 
per annum , assum ing th at the iuterest paid on the 
bonds loaned to the companies should turn out an 
entire loss. 
Other advantages m ight be enum er­ 
ated ; but the public mind will readily appreciate 
them 
without 
a 
detailed 
statem ent* here. 
The only aid extended by th e State of Cali­ 
fornia to the construction of the road wns by 
virtue of a contract between the company and the 
State, in which the State promised to pay the inter­ 
est on $1,500,000 bonds of the company, the latter 
to pay the principal of those bonds at maturity. 
1 he value of tho service which has been rendered 
under this contract, added to the revenue derived 
from taxation due to the increase of tixablo prop-' 
erty created by the construction of the road, pro­ 
duces a sum greatly in excess of the am ount of 
interest paid on the bonds already mentioned. 
The 
Cuunty of San Francisco, in the way of compromise, 
give four hundred bonds of $1,000 each, at that 
tim e of a value of about $750 each, inptead of sub­ 
scribing for $600,000 stock cf the company, and giv­ 
ing for it an equal am ount of the bonds of the 
eounty, as it was entitled. 
The compromise was 
made at its own solicitation, ami if it was a bad bar. 
gain, it was its own fault. 
The county of St a i ­ 
men to subscribed for $300,000 of the company s 
stock, and gave its bonds for an equal am ount. The 
county of Placer subscribed for $201,000 stock of 
the company, and gave its bonds for an equal 
am ount. Both of these counties afterward sold their 
stock for more than their bonds were worth at the 
time of their subscription. This embraces the entire 
am ount of aid—national, State and countv—which 
was contributed toward the construction of the 
Central Pacific Railroad ; and when the increase of 
taxable property, aff irding additional revenue to 
State and countv treasuries, and the development 
of the resources of the State consequent upon the 
construction of these railroad lines, come to be con 
sidered, it seems to me th at neither the átate nor 
counties have reason to regret their contributions. 
If the National Government, the State or counties 
desired other benefits than those naturally derived 
from the construction of the road, th y ought to 
have so stited in th tir contracts; and they are not 
now entitled to anythli g beyond the specific per­ 
formance of the contracts. 
To baso the right of 
regulation upon the claim that, in the construction 
of the road, national. State and county aid was cx 
tended, would he to claim the right to neutralize 
such aid, and to inflict a penalty of continued tnd 
indefinite loss for having accepted su^h aid. 
Legally and equitably twe sustain the same rc-Ia. 
tion to the public as all other railroads, subject to 
equal laws, and to the fulfillment of every contract 
I have before stated th at our corporate laws are 
merely in aid of the natural right of association. 
The right of eminent domain is not exercised by the 
railroad company, and i:i fact can only be exercised

when railroad transportation began. The law under 
which most of the railroad corporations of this 
State were organized fixed the maximum rat for 
freight at fifteen cents per ton per mile, for all 
classes. Therefore, under the law, a possible aver­ 
age of fifteen cents per tou per mile m ight have been 
charged, but the actual average rate obtained by the 
Central Pacific Railroad during the year 1881 was 
less than 2.2 cents per ton per mile, or a little less 
than one-seventh of the possible average obtainable 
uudcr the law, and this without compulsion other 
than th at demanded or suggested by the laws of 
business.

average cost of movement. 
W heat will probably be 
moved from San Francisco to New Orleans at the 
rate of about one-half cent per ton perm ite, or at 
one fifth of the average c iarge for the movement of 
freight ou tho O n tra l Pacific Railroad during 1SSI; 
and this because of three controlling principles of 
business law coming in to affect it, viz : Competi­ 
tion, the cost of the commodity at the place of it» 
destination, and its own actual value in this market. 
The natural principles oi business, which have been 
found sufficient to regulate all other interests w ith­ 
out special regulative enactm ents, are equally in­ 
herent in the business of transportation, and this 
self-regulating process is clearly illustrated by the 
factB 1 have above cited. The railroad finds its re­ 
ward for the minimum rates jf freight in fhe gen­ 
eral development of the country and tho stim ulus 
given to production, and after paying the direct ex­ 
penses consequent upon tho movement of these 
minimum freights, there may be a small balance 
still to go toward paying the fixed expenses and the 
general cost of m sin le:.anee. 
And to th at extent, 
these low-priced commodities contribute a share of 
support toward a means of transportation th at is of 
general benefit to every commodity. 
• 
This naturally brings me to a consideration of the 
third question, and explains one of the great reasons 
for classification, which is to m ake the burdens of 
transportation proportioned to values; thus each 
article, as nearly as possible, pa>s &u equal percent- 
ago on its own value. 
To fully illustrate the value 
to staple articles of production of this principle of 
classification, suppose four persons desiring ta con­ 
struct a means of transportation from a common 
p rin t to a common point, to be possessed of com* 
modi ties related to each other in value, as iron, cop­ 
per, silver, and gold. Now let it be distinctly un­ 
derstood th at the means of transp »rtation is com 
mon, and that the vaine of these articles is to reside 
in their destination. 
The transportation of iron 
could not confer as much value upon th at com 
modity as the transportation of copper. 
Again, the 
transix>rUtion of copper could not confer as much 
value upon the article tran-ported ai the transpor­ 
tation of silver, and this again as t le tranep irtation 
of gold. 
It follows, therefore, th at the value of the 
service rendered by the t'ausportation of gold, the 
m o stco sty article used in this illustration, will be 
greater than the t-nnsp irtation of iron, as the 
difference in the value of the two articles brought 
into comparison at their m arket point. To charge 
the iron with a rate of transpo. tation equal to that 
charged the gold, when tne value of the service in 
transporting the gold is many thousands time» 
greater than th at rendered in trsnsporting the iron, 
would be an unjust discrimination against the iron 
and in favor of the gold. The principle, then, car­ 
ried into practical comineroe, is th at a high rate is 
placed upon costly articles, and a low rate upon 
cheap articles, for m utual benefit and a Just dietn- 
bution of burdeos. 
Of course, other considerado* s. 
almost as various as the character of the* goods 
transported, enter into this question of classiflca- 
t on, such as bulk and volume, liability to damage, 
couv.nionce of handl'ng, quantity shipped, etc. 
As to the fourth allegation : 
That, in practice, the rai’roads of California dis- 
cr urinate arbitrarily and unjustly between individ­ 
ual uhippers and between shipping points, showing 
favoritism to Individuals and localities, to the ob­ 
vious injury of tha persons and places discriminated 
against, 
I first deny th at tkiB m the practice, and further 
state th at no rule cf the company has ever existed 
which perm itted or tolerated such a practice. Every 
difference in rate which the rules cf the company 
permit» arises out of the necessities of business, and 
ia gei!*!f»t*y *;*ustd by m m ftH ttm ts Aim this brings 
me dire .tiy to the seventh allegation : 
That freights are carried for longer distances—as. 
fcr instance, to term inal points—for less, or at the 
same rates charged for shorter distances, 
Which we adm it and justify by a single illustration. 
Take the wheat of th e country, with San Francisco, 
Sacramento, Stockton, Red Bluff, Bakersfield and 
Los Angeles as shipping points, an 1 New Orleans as 
the objective point. 
And here come in the three 
factors which lim it and fix the price th at the rail­ 
road company shall charge for transportation. 
The 
first is development, which applies most strongly in 
the case of the m ost remote pi cc. Re J Bluff; sec­ 
ond, the value of the commodity at New Orleans or 
its ultim ate point of destination, say Liverpool / 
and last, competition. 
San Francisco is the cl*1** 
competitive point, with four hundred and pwghty. 
one miles of transportation more than i>rom Los 
Angeles. Sacramento, fifty miles fu r th ^ r from the 
point of destination than Stockton.* 
good 
facilities for reaching San Francisco,»'^® great com­ 
petitive point, as Stockton has, y n<l 
uot pay to 
the carrier any greater pries tv" an *he latter pays, 
for the reason that the coqpffp*tiog advantages are 
about equal.

The tw o are to a large de­ 
gree m utually dependent, and especially is trans­ 
portation dependent upon production. 
W ithout production the carrier would have noth­ 
ing to transport, and, on tho other hand, production 
is dependent upon transportation, because without 
transportation the surplus could not reach tho 
m arket, and the inter-dependence of the relation 
between these two interests is proven when it is 
remembered th at the greater volume of the staple 
products of the country is moved to its destination 
and m arket at rat-s M ow the average o>st of trans­ 
portation. The relativo rights and interests cf 
transportation anil production are compromised 
and adjusted to each other by means of classifica­ 
tion of freights, already d¡«cussed in another part of 
this answer. 
It is clear, however, th a t the higher 
the maximum, the lower the possible minimum, 
hor iu.*tauce, the average cost cf movement being 
two cents per ton per mile, a ten of silk or other 
luxuries moved at the maximum rute of fifteen cents 
per ton per inifc would enable th-3 company to move 
thirteen tons of wheat at one ceut per ton per mile 
and yet maintain the necessary average. 
There is 
scarcely any hing that the farmer buys at the store 
that would be s Id to him any cheaper if n reduction 
of twenty.five per cent, were made. 
For instance, 
suppose tha: the frei^nt. from San FraDCisc»to some 
other poi;:t is four dollar* per ton ; a reduction of 
tw -nty five per cent, would be equal to only one- 
half mill per pound, a ieduction so inconsidciablo 
that it would uot be taken iut«r account by the 
vendor or the vende-.

The Prohibition movement haa seemed 
to Acquire great prominence recently, and 
the unexpected result of ths Iowa election 
has bo encouraged its friends th at they are 
pushing it with 
unprecedented energy 
in all directions. 
The politicians, at first 
staggered by the problem, have now risen 
to the occasion, and in most cases the Re­ 
publicans have boldly indorsed the move 
ment. 
The suddenness with which such 
indorsements have been made, indeed, in 
places where the snbj act has hardly been 
considered before, should suggest doubts 
ta the minds of the prohibition advocates, 
as to the reality of the conversion. 
In 
the Hood tide of new movements, however, 
Buch indications are very apt to be disre­ 
garded, and it is only when the wave 
which it was supposed would forever ex­ 
tinguish the obnoxious practices and habits, 
begins to How back, that enthusiasts will 
lisadmit any donbt as to ths thoroughness 
and permanence of the work they have 
been doing. 
The way in which the Pro­ 
hibition movement has suddenly acquired 
such prominence in State and national 
politics, is a subject deserving analysis. 
Of course most people will conclude that 
it signifies a great access of temperance 
convictions, bat in so concluding mast 
people are wrong. 
The rational presump­ 
tion is that little or no change in this re­ 
spect has occurred. 
The first and most 
important factor in the rise of the Pro­ 
hibition movement is the absencs of other 
issues. 
There 
are no great 
national 
problems at present before the people 
There are, in fact, no radical points of 
difference between the two parties. 
And 
it is at such times of political stagnation that 
social problems always come to the surface. 
There are ebbiogs and flowings in the 
discussion of this and cognate questions. 
In periods of political calm they acquire 
prominence. 
In periods of political activ­ 
ity they sink out of sight altogether. 
When they are prominent they seem to 
occupy a very much larger place in the 
public life than they really do. 
The fact 
that they at times become the subject of 
legislation gives them a factitious conse 
qucnce and gravity. 
It is not sufficiently 
realized that in the United States the bal­ 
lot is the touchstone for every public issue, 
and that, after all, voting upon issues 
amounts, in the majority of oases, to little 
more than the hazarding of opinions upon 
unstudied subjects. 
The idea that issues 
are decided by balloting upon them 
delusion which belongs in the category of 
crude fallacies, of which the saying “ the 
“ voice of the people is the voice of God,’ 
is one of the most conspicuous exam 
pies. 
In a democracy tbe ballot is the 
national form of expression. 
It registers 
the impulses of the hour, that is all, for the 
most part. 
But the interest of each suc­ 
cessive campaign is usually due to the in­ 
culcation of a belief—too widely accepted 
by the masses—that when a question has 
been settled at the polls, it is rea adjudícala. 
This íb one of the errors which spring from 
popular vanity, and which help dema­ 
gogues to power, and render shallow en­ 
thusiasts active and influential. 
So far as any broad tendency can be 
traced in the development of American na­ 
tional life, it is distinctly toward a larger 
tolerance in all things. A great commercial 
people, constantly cultivating all the arts 
and habitudes which facilitate business, in­ 
variably acquires a dislike for all narrow 
and vexatious and restrictive ordinances, 
and approves the broadening of liberty in all 
directions. 
The cultivation of tolerance 
and patience which is necessitated by ths 
commercial spirit is reinforced by the 
spirit of 
scientific inquiry and by th ^ 
literary cone of the age. 
In short all 
the influences [of the time may be said lo 
ainst intolerant measure*. 
These 
would seem to militate against the 
present l'r3B)joition 
movement, and to 
render it more M Scult of explanation ; 
bat they do not really have th a t effect. 
The explanation is that in the absence of 
great political issncs, public indifference 
and the general tolerance enable a minority 
of fanatics and enthusiasts to maka a very 
imposing appearance. 
The local influ­ 
ences, such as th at of agriculture in Iowa 
and Kansas, of course have their due share 
in the public action ; but it is certainly a 
mistake to conclude that any general con­ 
viction of the feasibility of Prohibition 
underlies the movement in so far as it is or 
seems popular. 
It is quite possible that it may spread, 
and even appear to be establishing itself 
aver large areas of population. 
While the 
use of the Baloon is very general, there is 
no doubt also a very general sentiment that 
it produces more harm than good, and 
many can always be found who think they 
would be willing to give up all resort there 
But experience shows that where saloons 
are closed, private drinking increases very 
greatly, and what may be called home 
drinking often results more disastrously in 
a social and moral way than the old prac 
tice. 
Of course the fatal defect of all the 
action connected with Prohibition is the 
belief that men can be changed as to their 
habits by law. 
The truth is that the de­ 
mand for stimulants is as common to hu­ 
manity asthe demand forsexual intercourse, 
and th at it is as impossible to legislate 
away the one as the other. 
It may be 
possible to educate men out of the love of 
alcoholic or other intoxicating drinks ; to 
educate them, that is to say, out of all 
disposition to the abuse of these thiDgs; 
for the rational use of them is quite another 
question. 
But education alone can do this, 
and reasoning by analogy it must be even 
more a physical than a mental education. 
There are temperance advocates who are 
chronic dyspeptics. 
Now such men be­ 
come ¡the parents of drunkards. 
A dis­ 
eased stomach is the open avenue to per­ 
verted appetites and disturbed intelligence. 
The beat safeguard against dipsomania 
is complete physical health. Three genera­ 
tions of physically perfect men and women 
might produce a whisky-proof generation. 
The elimination of the American pie, how­ 
ever, and the leform of the kitchen gener­ 
ally, must precede any such regenera­ 
tion of the species. 
In the cities also the 
abolition of the tenement houses and the 
general improvement of the condition of 
the lower classes, is demanded in the name 
of Temperance. 
All 
dirt, destitution, 
disease, misery, cold, hunger, over-crowd­ 
ing, are agents of Iutemperance. 
While 
they remain with us Prohibition must be a 
dream. 
In any event it can only be that 
lor generationa to cpme. 
Laws and con­ 
stitutions may recognize the effort t 4 put 
a stop to intemperance, but human sature 
is stronger than all laws and constitu­ 
tions, and will have its way. 
Presently 
some 
absorbing political question i will 
arise, also, and then tbe Prohibition move­ 
ment will retire into obscurity again .until 
another period of stagnatian brings another 
opportunity for it. 
Meantime it will serve 
to bring into strong relief the suppleness 
d docility of the average politician, and 
how convictions can be put on 
and tí 
en off like garments, when votes 
are to 
b r i g h t .

The effects of the bombardment of Al­ 
exandria have been investigated by a coun­ 
cil of prominent British military authorities, 
and the general tenor of the evidence is 
that masonry is useless against modern guns, 
but that earthworks turn every shot. 
The 
importance of snch a conclusion to this 
country can scarcely be overestimated. We 
have no fortifications which could w ith­ 
stand modern artillery half an hour, but 
we can build earthworks with very little 
tronble wherever fortifications are required. 
As, moreover, Congress cannot be induced 
to appropriate a sufficient amount to put 
our forts in a state of repair, they may be 
made stronger than ever by substituting 
earthwoiks for casements and stone facings. 
There is, however, one serious deficiency 
in our scheme of defense. 
We may turn 
the enemy’s shot by means of earthworks, 
but we have no guns wherewith to reply 
to him. 
And as it takes two or three years 
to forge the heavy guns of the period, it ia 
very improbable that we could procure 
them in a hurry if we wanted them.

In pursuance of a public call, the Republi­ 
can. candidates nominated at the late County 
Convention met with the Central Committee 
at the Rhoads k Townsend Huuse at 2 P. M.

E . Gerber ; Coroner, J. Frank Clark ; Pub­ 
lic A dm inistrator, H . S. Beals ; Supervisor», 
P . R. Beckley, G. C. McMullen, Edward 
Christy and Samuel B lair; Justice of the 
Peace, J . C. Tubbs, and Constable, Samuel 
Harvey. 
The C.nairman of the County Cen­ 
tral Committee called the meeting to order, 
and stated lhat it was called for the purpo-e 
of investigating certain chargee against Tho». 
H Berkey, the Republican nominee for the 
'fficeof Sheriff, and 11 consult as to what 
was toe best cjurss to pursue iu the interest 
of the party, and to afford M r. Bsrkey an 
opportunity to make an explanation. 


THE CHARGES 
Appended, and which were in writing, were 
handed to the Secretary, Frank Rhoads, who 
read the same to the meeting : 
“ YVukkkas, Thomas II. Borkey, who was nom i­ 
nated by the late Republican County Convention for 
the office of Sheriff of this county, to be voted for at 
the ensuing election, did, as Clerk of the late Dis­ 
trict Court aud present buoerior Court of Sacra­ 
mento, receive certain sums of money from P. D un­ 
lap, as attorney for the State Controller in the collec­ 
tion of delinquent State taxes for the fiscal year of 
1872-4,which were receive! by Mr. Berkey, as shown 
bv ins receipt now iu the State Controller's office, as 
follows: 
March 8, 1879, 8187 7 0 ; July 7, 1879, 
¿915 13 ; August 9, 1879, 8 129 G3 ; September 5, 
1879. #203 36 ; October 10, 1S79, ¿303 65; November 
1. 1979, 34-s 53 ; January 1, 1SS0, ¿505 95 ; April 
17, 1830, ¿366 09 ; December 1 ,1831, ¿292, making 
in all ¿3,072 04, which sums of money are due to the 
State of California, and it was the plain duty ef Mr. 
Herkey to pay this money over to the proper officer 
at the time he received it, but this he faiiel to 
do (except about 
¿900), though often 
urged 
to pay it over by the State Controller, w ho has gen. 
« ral charge of the collection of these taxes. 
Mr. 
Berkey adm its th at he has in his hands from ¿1,500 
to ¿1.7C0, while the reports in ttie Controller’s office 
show th at he owes the State over¿2,700. 
Mr. Berk- 
cy’s only excuse for not paying the money to the 
proj>er officer is that it is a running account and 
needs adjustm ent; but in view of the fact th at a 
part of this money was received more than three 
years ago, and th at the last payment was made to 
him about nine m onths ago, and no reason is offered 
why this m atter could not have been adjusted long 
ago (if any adjustm ent is necessary), the excuse of 
Mr. Berkcy is wholly unsatisfactory to the Commit­ 
tee, and they are compelled to the conclusion that 
ho has misappropriated this mouey." 
Ths document, at the requo-t of the Chair­ 
man, was handed Mr. Berkey, with the re­ 
quest th at he would explain away the chargee. 
MR. BERKEY PLEADS NOT GUILTY.

things iu a different light. Thcsa are charges 
that certainly demand an explanation. 
M r. Berkey—I wili read it over aloud and 
explain. 
I tee it says, “ which sums of 
money are due to the State of California, and 
it was the plain duty of M r. Bsrkey to pay 
this money over to the proper officer at the 
time he received it, but this he failed to do.” 
I deny th at it was my duty to pay it over to 
any officer. I deny th at I was importuned to 
do bo. 
I don’t think the Controller has any 
right to demand the payment of that money. 
It he had such right, it was his duty to see 
th at it was paid over to him long ago.

Rider—Mr. Johnson, we wish your 
opinion, as well the opinions of the other 
nominees. 
Give us your views iu regard to 
those charges. 
Mr. Johnson said be m et every duty un­ 
flinchingly, but he wanted M r. Routier pres­ 
ent when he made his statem ent. 
[M r. Routier was sent for.] 
Mr. Merkelcy—Mr. Chairman, from what 
source were those figures contained in the 
charges obtained ? 
Mr. Rider—Tbey were obtained from the 
Controller’s office. 
I was at the Controller’s 
office and procured them at 11 o’clock this 
morning. 
J . YV. YVilson (addressing the Chair)—Did 
the Controller intorm you of the law govern­ 
ing the m d ter?

Mr. Hancock—W ould it not be well to 
send for the law aud have it here? 
Mr. Berkey—The law has been published 
iu the R eco rd U n io n , and since the adjourn­ 
ment of the Convention it has been repeated 
on every block in this city, from F ront to 
Teuth streets, by members of the County 
Central Committee. 
Mr. Rider—If any gentleman is desirous 
of having the law here I will send for it. 
[A t this point M r. Routier entered the 
room.] 
M r. Berkey—I move a call of the roll. 
[Mr. Merkeley having absented Limsjlf, 
his return was awaited.] 
Mr. R ider addressed Mr. Routier, stating 
the object of the m eeting; also, th at Mr. 
Berksy had dsnied most of the charges pre­ 
ferred, and asked him what was his opinion 
as to the propriety of retaining Mr. Berkey 
upon the ticket. 
Mr. M cM ullen—I move yon, Mr. Chair­ 
man, th at the candidates go into secret ses­

Mr. Johnson—This is one of the case* 
where it is a misfortune to be at the head of 
the ticket.

I heard a 
rumor regarding it, went directly to Mr.

M r. Berkey—Did I deny having an account 
with the State ?

M r. .Tohugon—I understood from the enn- 
versation had at that time that your account 
with the S:a«e had beeu settled. 
I thought 
it wculd be better for you to deny the rumor 
iu public than to individuals. 
1 interpreted 
your speech in tha Convention to mean that 
everyttdng wa« a 1 right. 
I have been Mr. 
Bsrkey’» fuecd through tbe cam paign; I 
have none but the kindliest feelings for him 
now, still I shall ba frank in the expreseim 
of my opinion. 
The first question for the 
Committee ami candidates to consider is, 
“ YVouM Mr. Brrkey have received the nom- 
inati >n for Sheriff at tbe hands of the Con­ 
vention had this m atter been aa public then 
as now ? ” The second is, “ Can he be elected 
under the present state of affairs, with the 
explanation he has offered?” 
I am frank to 
admit that his explanation has not been as 
full or satisfactory as it should be, and will 
Lot satisfy the people. 
The third and last 
question is, “ W hat is Mr. Berkey’s duty in 
the premises ? ” 
I think he has a duty to 
perform, not only to himself, but to his 
friends, the candidates and the Republican 
party, th at has twice elected him to office, 
and that has stood by him for the past five 
years.

Lockett—I believe, from the rumors 
i hear throughout the couuty, th at Mr. Ber­ 
key shou’d withdraw from the ticket in order 
to secure i;s election. 
1 think this action on 
his part would be for tho best interests of tbe 
Republican party. 
In my opinion, this íb a 
m atter of which the CountyCentraiCom m it- 
tee should have entire charge. 
J. T. Griffitts—Tbe first two or three gen­ 
tlemen who addressed this meeting have ex­ 
pressed my views in regard to the m atter 
under discussion.

I have been on tbe Republican 
ticket of Sacramento ceunty three times, and 
have been compelled to run with, and help 
pull through, candidates so unpopular, and 
against whom such grave charges were pre 
ferred, lhat delegates to the Convention, and 
many of my Republican friends, sympathized

Mr. Rider—It is false, sir. 
I have been 
absent from the city during all this time, and 
have just returned. 
Give your authority. 
M r. B rkey—I will do th at at the proper 
time. 
Those same men say : ” W hat will be 
the result if he is allowed to remain on the 
ticket? ” There was a tuaibls into the Dem­ 
ocratic camp from the start. 
This meeting 
should have been held tbe next day after the 
Convention. 
This feding has been m anu­ 
factured by the press of this city. People talk 
about Republican papers. 
I defy any person 
to show a R-publiian newspaper published in 
this city. 
YVny do the Dsinocrats want me 
taken down ? 
W hy is it 1 am not wanted to 
run for Sheriff ? Is it because they think tbe 
accounts of tbe Sheriff’s cffics will be brought 
to light?

I hold in my hand 
receipts for every dollar.

listened and talked so much over this and 
th at street report, and got things so mixed 
ur> that all h—1 can’t toll anythirg about it. 
W hy have you not treated me like a gentle­ 
man ? Drive me out aud see where I stand. 
I never misappropriated a single dollar cf 
gold, silver or greenbacks of the money in 
question. 
I here present a receipt which 
shows where the money is, 
M r. Bsrkey then opened and read a re­ 
ceipt, of which the following is e copy :

H. Berkey, paid to him on account of State taxes, 
and fifteen hundred dollars paid in as tbe amount 
claimed by the State, all subject to the order of the 
Superior Court of Sacramento county.

Considerable surprise was manifested by all 
when the receipt was produced. 
M r. Routier (springing excitedly to his feet 
and advancing toward Mr. Berkey) demanded 
why this receipt had not been produced be­ 
fore. _ “ I n n no coward, and I will die right 
here in this room before I will allow you to 
call me one.” 
Mr. Berkey (Advancing)—I wanted an ex­ 
pression of opinion. 
Mr. Routier (jatcasticaliy)—YY’ell, I guess 
you havd got all the exp.-eseton of opinion yon 
wanted. 
Mr. Holl—YVhy di 1 you not state what 
yon do now in regard to tbis money when 
you first addressed.the meeting ? 
Mr. Johnson—I am very sorry Mr. Berkey 
became so heated and has nsed the laogutje 
he has, which certainly, under the circum­ 
stances, was so entirely uncalled for. 
Mr. 
Berkey knows th at I am neither a political 
nor any other kind of a coward. 
Mr. Berkey—Ths State Treasurer don’t 
receive money subject to tbe order of the 
Superior Court. 
I have paid money into the 
treasury and had to withdraw it again, in the 
past. 
I have let tbis account rnn because I 
did not want or think it necessary to take a 
trip to S in Francisco every tiire a few hun­ 
dred dollars was paid into my hands. 
Mr. Johnson (after taking and reading the 
receipt)—I think now as I did befare. I don’t 
think it right and proper th at reporters 
should be here. 
I don’t know why tbey are 
here, or who invited them. 
This m atter 
should be talked over in a friendly* manner, 
and is not intended for publication. 
Mr. 
Berkey certainly has not treated any of us 
right by not showing this receipt at the 
outset. 
• 
Mr. R ider—The receipt is no evidence so 
far as Mr. Berkey is concerned. 
I t does not 
exonerate him in the least. 
As to the re­ 
porters, I am glad they are here. 
I want 
every word th at is spoken here reported. The 
truth will hurt no one. 
Mr. Holl—The facts of the case show Mr. 
Berkey to be a felon, and Ijwant to say to him 
th at I am a political coward so far as going 
into a canvass with bim on tho ticket is con­ 
cerned. 
I am uot brave enough to try to 
stem the current of political contempt bis 
action in the m atter would force us to en­ 
counter. 
Mr. Hancock—YVas sorry th at M r. Berkey 
had not made the latter statem ent and ex­ 
hibited the receipt a t the first of tbe meeting. 
He thought there was time enough before 
election to satisfactorily explain matters, and 
if this waa done no man would be stronger on 
the ticket than Mr. Berkey. 
The County Central Committee then went 
into executive session. 
A fter agreeing that 
Mr. Berkey m ust come off of the ticket, a 
resolution was offered that a committee of 
three be appointed to wait upon M r.

Verbatim Copy of 
Red Cloud’s Letter 
Against Agent KcQUllcuddy. 
(By Telegraph.] 
O m ah a, August 26th.—The following is 
a verbatim copy of Red Cloud's letter of 
threats against McGillicuddy, and which 
was forwarded to Washington some days 
ago, but which has so far been suppressed 
from the public. 
It is regarded as of 
serious importance, and shows there is 
ground to fear serioua trouble from tbe 
Northern Sioux. 
It was addressed to tbe 
Hon. Secretary of the Interior, and was 
duly transmitted to him :

regard to our grievances, and many acts of

would have been heard, but no answer hav­ 
ing been received, we sgain solicited onr 
chief to address you a second letter, and no 
notice of this likewise has been taken by 
your department. 
Tnus our most earnest 
entreaties and enpplications having been 
totally disregarded, we have now come to 
the conclusion of making jointly one more 
appeal to you, and request that if the pres­ 
ent incumbent as United States Indian 
Agent is not rtm ived from this agency 
within sixty days from date, or a proper 
person sent out in the meantime to fully 
investigate his gross misconduct here, we 
will, upon the expiration of the above­ 
stated time, take upon ourselves the re­
